lo answering our correspondent, we will 
endeavor to be as explicit as possible, so 
that he or any one who can read may clear­ 
ly understand this "perplexing question,’’ 
as he chooses to call resumption. Secretary 
Sherman can very easily estimate, and with 
a close approach to accuracy, the resources 
of the Treasury for resumption next Janu 
ary

bullion. IS imillions. The Treasury will 
have in silver coin by January 1st, 32 mil­ 
lion dollars, and the 50 million bonds just 
taken by the New York Syndicate will nlace 
into the treasury, 50 million dollars in gold, 
which will make a coin reserve in the 
treasury, January 1st, 1870, of 172 millions. 
We placed the estimate low on Saturday, 
taking no account ot the sliver bullion.

serves in them as a substitute for gold. 
Secretary Sherman fears no contest with 
banks, and in fact one can hardly take 
place. Should the banks attempt to throw 
upon the Government, when it begins to 
redeem, the burden of redeeming their 
notes, the attem pt would be suicidal. Any 
effort of theirs to force the redemption of 
their reserves ot United Stales notea in

ELECTORAL REFORM. 
The struggle through which the nation 
passed ta 1876-7, growing out of the presi­ 
dential election, Las convinced public men 
generally that the manner of electing a 
President should bo changed. 
Twice In 
the history of this country we have been 
brought to the verge of civil war on 
account of the defects In the method of 
chosing a President. The last struggle was 
such a bitter one, and for a tim ; threatened 
to result seriously, that Congress has set 
about seeking a plan which will make it 
impossible tor sucn a struggle to occur 
again. In Congress two com mi Hies on the 
presidential count were appointed, one for 
each house. 
Both committies have pre 
pared bills, though they have not been sub* 
mitted for action. As might be expected, 
the matter is so complicated, and admits of 
so many forms, that the committees can 
not agree. The Senate committee is com­ 
posed of the most eminent lawyers in that 
body, including Edmunds, Thurman aud 
Conkling, and one would suppose that if an 
electoral system could be devised free from 
objections a n i weak points, that these men 
are capable to accomplish the work. 
It is 
said that they will disagree with the House 
bill but will agree among themselves to 
amend the present law in such a way as in 
their opinion will 
sufficiently provide 
agaioilany future difficulties. 
A full text of the bill hts not been pub­ 
lished and tberelorc canoot be given. It 
is said it Is modeled in many respects after 
the bill creating the Electoral Commistion. 
Under.the provision, it is hardly possible 
for auy grave disputes to arise. The opin­ 
ion is that the bill will be brought up for 
discussion during the present session, and 
that ii anything is accomplished in the 
direction of electoral reform, it will be on 
the basis of the bill agreed upon by the 
Senate Committee. 


At last the neglected grave of Thomas 
Jefferson, the author of the Declaration of 
Independence, and the third President of 
the United States, is to receive some atten­ 
tion. It has been in a disgraceful condition 
for years, not even a weather-beaten slab 
remaining to 
mark his 
resting place. 
Congress will appropriate $5,000 for the 
erection of a monument over his grave.

H r. Webster is reported to have said to 
m friend that although he knew that he 
had g public reputation to leave to poster­ 
ity, yet ll he were to live his lite over 
again, he weuld, upon no consideration 
Whatever, permit himself to enter public 
life. The public, he said, are ungrateful, 
and the man who serves them most talth- 
fully receives no adequate reward. 
Do 
your duty, he added, as a private citizen, 
but let politics alone. It is probable that 
be said this substantially as reported, for 
(bere never was a more bitterly disap­ 
pointed public mao. 
Toward the? end ol 
bbl life there was almost a gloomy melan­ 
choly in his aspect. At the completion of 
the Erie Railroad in 1851, as Secretary of 
State he accompanied President Filmore 
and a very distinguished party ol public 
men on an excursion along tho road from 
New York to Dunkirk Le spoke from a 
platform on the street. During tbs speech 
the Easy Chair, who was a spectator, ob­ 
served that tho sun was setting just be­ 
hind Mr. Webster as he stood erect, his 
fray hair lilted by the breeze, his great 
bead and sombre, mournful face drawn 
•gainst the illuminated west.

It was is Spandau that the aa venture oc­ 
curred which won Carl Schurz his knight'* 
apart—tf one may nee a media, val figure in 
this unknightly age. But the whole advec- ; 
tare Is thoroughly romantic. 
Before the , 
troubles of 1848, Schurz was studying rued- ( 
icine at Bonn, and there became intimate I 
with the poet and professor Gottfried Kin- j 
kel. This Kinkel was a wild, visionary | 
writer, but seems to have possessed that 
personal magnetism which secures the 
truest aud most self-sacrificing friends. 
Both be and Schurz took part in the so­ 
called Baden revolution in 1849—a cam­ 
paign which, so far as tho revolutionists 
were concerned, resembled livre closely a 
F m tan invasion of Canada than any other 
military event with which I am acquaint­ 
ed. At the break-up those patriots who 
were able crossed the frontier into France 
and Switzerland, Schurz reaching the lat­ 
ter country ; but Kinkel was caught, and 
locked up in the penitentiary at Spandau, 
where be spent tho most of his time in 
spinning yarn for tac governments bunch:- | 
ll is friends, however, were not going to let I 
him pine away at this useful but uncon- j 
genial employment without making an 
effort to release him from it.

A Horse Story. 
From the Spirit of the Times.
